The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 


The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 


Claims 30-34 and 36-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey 
to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. In claim 30, the tip portion being fully disposed in the 
catheter in lieu of in the body cavity when the markers are aligned was not originally disclosed. 
Further, in claim 31, there was no disclosure of aligning the wire's marker with the distal end 
marker of the catheter to expose the tip portion by a predetermined distance. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 


Claims 30-34 and 36-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 30 is vague as to whether the combination of a wire and 
catheter is being claimed since the preamble sets forth "for use" language with respect to the 
catheter but the catheter is positively recited in the body of the claim. Also in claim 30, 
"microcatheter" in line 16 lacks antecedent. Claim 31 is vague as to whether the combination of a 
wire and catheter is being claimed since the preamble sets forth "for use" language with* respect to 


The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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the catheter but the catheter is positively recited in the body of the claim. Also in claim 30, "said 
detachable elongate tip portions" in line 7 and "said end" in line 21 lack antecedent basis and it is 
unclear what is deployed into the body cavity in line 21. Claim 33 - "body cavity" in the last line 
should reference its prior recitation. Claim 37 - "said core wire" lacks antecedent basis. Claim 39 - 
"body cavity" in the last line should reference its prior recitation. Claim 42 - "said core wire" lacks 
antecedent basis.
